essvypolea, wires, conduits, connec 
tions, equipaient and appliances nec 
essary or proper to the construction or 
maintenance of such plant or system 
to well carry out tbe purpose thereof 
in accordance with the conditions and 
limitations of this ordinance. 

(2 ) That the terms, limitations

(3.) That the city shall have the 
r'ght, thru its employees and officials, 
to inspect and test the light.s and the 
efficiency of lights furnished by the 
irof tills fraacMaa at aay aad all 
tioies, aod'tbe owoerof tMs machise 
shall furnish and keep conTenient at 
all time for use by said city and its 
agents for such inspection oi test, the 
best instruments and apparatus. 

(4.) That no post, pole or construe 
tion of any kind sliall be erected on 
tbe streets, alleys or public ways of 
said city except at sueh a point as 
may be designated by the Street Com 
mittee or otlier employee or agrat of 
tbe City Goaatfl of tmA flWy, aad all 
posts or polM riMdl be aicelad and 
maintained In a Tortieal iMsition and 
so erected and maintain^ and wires

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with travel on or use u{ tlie s' e ;f , 
alley.s, public ways or sidewalks of sitin 
citv by the pub ic,or damaaaor re 
public or private oropcrty, or righ s 
of any pen^jn, corporation or ci.mp^;- 
ny that may l>e now operatin;^' uikIlt 
franchi.se or grant from .s;iid city. And 
the materials, locatioiw and construe 
tion of all pules, conduit.s wires and j 
Other to t aiw a ad ap p i l aa rn incident j 
to the consvraetloa and operation of 
either overhead or underground .sys 
terns shill be afcoifling to the l)est ! 
engineering practices and su^>j^*c^ to 
the in.spection, approval and control 
of any engineer elected by said city. 
Any repairs on the streets, public 
ways or sidewalks of said city rendered 
necessary by the erection or m-»inte- 
nance ut poles or caused by the erec- 
tion or mainatenauce of said plant 
shall be doao hr aad at the expense 
of the owoer of- this frawhise. All 
wires upon poles shall he not less than 
twenty-live feet above the street or 
ground and shall be placed at greater 
or less height or at sucb height aixive 
ground when and wherever so directed 
by said city or its authorized agent. 
All poles shall l>e straight and uniform, 
strong and suUstanlial. All wiro 
shall be so maintained at all times a.> 
not to endanger life, and all wires, 
ooadactois aad apailaaoa hir the traas 
miasloa of eleetrle enrreat shall be 
thoroughly insulated and shielded 
so as to render same Harmless to touch 
or upon contact when carrying cur 
rent.
